DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

III. Claims 33-36 and 86-89 are drawn to mapping texture, classified in class 345, 
subclass 584 or 587. 

IV. Claims 37-39, 90-92 and 1 10 are drawn to projecting 2-D onto 3-D, classified in 
class 345, subclass 653 or 654. 

V. Claims 40-53, 93-106, 111 and 1 12 are drawn to blending, classified in class 345, 
subclass 629. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

A. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

B. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required
